SOUTH AMERICANS 
PUSH DEFENSE PLANS 


—Argentina and Uruguay took the 
lead among South American re- 
publics today in hastening defense 
and preparedness programs. 

Argentine congressional commit- 
tees studied an extraordinary de- 
fense budget now calling for out- 
lay of one billion pesos (about 
$300,000,000)—a record for South | 
America. The figure is 60 per cent 
higher than the 600,000,000 pesos 
(about $180,000,000) originaliy asked 
of Congress only two days ago. 

One source said this increase 
might be regarded as an indication 
of Argentina’s determination to be 
prepared in a world “where right 
is rapidly giving way to might.” 

Argentine army and navy offi- 
cials had under advisemcnt the 
possible purchase of war planes 
and at least one heavy cruiser 
from the United States. 

The defense budget as it now 
stands nearly equais Argentina's 
ordinary budget, sent to Congress 
last night by President Roberto M. 
Ortiz, fixing Government expenses 
at 1,077,700,000 pesos and visible 
revenues at 915,900,000 pesos. Spe- 
cia] credits are expected to be pro- 
vided to pay for the armaments 
program. 

New naval units and equipment 
appeared destined. to be the 
heaviest item of expense, including 
construction of submarines, tor- 
pedo boats and dry docks. Provi- 
sions also were contemplated to 
give Argentina South America’s 
most powerful air force and to 
provide new artillery. 

In Uruguay, President Alfredo 
Baldomir promulgated a new law 
barring associations devoted to for- 
eign propaganda or illegal ends and 
prohibiting press or radio refer- 
ences “injurious” to countries with 
which Uruguay maintains friendly 
relations. 

Uruguayan congressional groups 
began a drive to name a committee 
to draft special measures suggested 
by a parliamentary investigation of 
Nazi activities. 

Nine Germans detained during
